In  his  charge  to  the  new  missionaries, 
IMB  President  Jerry  Rankin  reflected  on  the 
apostle  Paul's  prayer  in  Col.  1:9-11  and 
reminded  them  mat  even  though  they  know 
God  intimately,  missionaries  must  continu¬ 
ally  strive  to  know  him  even  more  deeply. 


"God  has  brought  you  to  this  point  of 
entrusting  you  with  a  missionary  call 
because  you  have  been  discipled  ana  have 
grown  in  your  walk  wi^  Wn,"  Rankin 
said.  "But  I  assure  you  there  is  much  more 
to  know  of  God." 

Rankin  also  reminded  the  new  mission¬ 
aries  their  success  does  not  depend  on  their 
own  abilities  and  skills  but  on  their  reliance 
upon  God. 

"God  has  not  chosen  you  because  of  your 
own  wortiiiness,"  he  said.  "One  of  the  rea¬ 
sons  God  used  Paul  so  powerfully  was  due 
to  his  humility  and  sense  of  unworthiness. 

"The  key  to  being  worthy  to  be  used  of 
God,  wherever  you  go,  is  fully  depending  on 
him,  drawing  up>on  his  grace  and  living  a  life 
of  purity  and  holiness  in  your  daily  Wcilk. 

^'Walking  worthy  of  the  Lord  will  come 
from  spencung  time  with  him  in  prayer  and 
feeding  on  his  Word,"  Rankin  said.  "It 
comes  from  allowing  him  to  fill  your  life 
with  his  Spirit,  producing  his  character,  so 
that  your  hfe  is  such  a  dynamic  witness  that 
it  will  draw  people  to  you  and  to  Christ." 

Rankin  also  reminded  the  new  mission¬ 
aries:  "We  expect  you  to  fulfill  that  assign¬ 
ment  with  integrity  and  to  be  known  as  a 
person  of  character  and  to  model  a 
Christian  work  ethic  that  is  unknown 
where  you  go."

W  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission  (FCC)  that  would 
restrict  noncommercial  televi¬ 
sion  stations  from  airing  reli¬ 
gious  programming. 

The  decision,  released  Dec.  29, 
ruled  that  broadcasts  "primarily 
devoted  to  religious  exhortation, 
proselytizing  or  statements  of 
personally-held  religious  views 
or  beliefs'*  are  restricted  under  the 
FCC's  educational  programming 
licenses.  More  than  125  noncom¬ 
mercial  television  broadcasters 
may  be  affected  by  the  decision. 

The  FCC's  rulmg  was  part  of 
an  agreement  that  allowed  PBS 
station  WQED  in  Pittsburgh, 
Pa.,  to  swap  one  of  its  two  sta¬ 
tions  for  religious  broadcaster 
Cornerstone  Television's  WPCB 
in  Greensburg,  Pa.,  in  anticipa¬ 
tion  of  that  station's  sale  to 
Paxson  Communications.

Specifically,  the  FCC  said 
broadcasters  must  devote  50% 
of  their  regularly  scheduled  air 
time  to  educational  programs. 
The  commission  also  defined 
what  content  would  count  as 
educational.  It  said  church  ser¬ 
vices  would  not  qualify  as  edu¬ 
cational  progranuning,  unless 
the  service  was  the  funeral  of  a 
national  leader. 

U.S.  Rep.  Michael  Oxley,  R- 
Ohio,  unveiled  new  legislation 
Jan.  11  that  would  reverse  the 
FCC's  decision.  Oxley  said  he 
would  introduce  the  legislation 
when  Congress  reconvenes  on 
Jan.  24.  Oxley  joined  Rg>s.  Steve 
Laigent,  Mississippi  (Tongres^ 
man  Chip  Pickering,  and  Cliff 
Steams  in  a  letter  wntten  to  \^ce 
President  A1  Gore  and  FCC 
Chairman  William  Kennard 
protesting  the  decision. 
Pickering,  a  Southern  Baptist, 
told  Baptist  Press  he  is  very  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  ruling. 

"This  was  an  arrogant  over¬ 
reach  by  the  FCC,"  Pickering 
said.  “We  cannot  cifford  to  let  this 
ruling  stand.  There  is  no  place 
for  me  government  to  place 
value  on  religious  expression."

IMB  trustees  approve  expansion  of  MLC 


AUBURN,  Ala.  (BP)  —  International 
Missi(x\  Board  (IMB)  trustees  have  approved 
an  immediate  $23  million  expansicm  of  its 
crowded  MissicMviry  Leamir^  Center  (MLC) 
in  Rockville,  Va.,  to  handle  the  rapidly  esca¬ 
lating  numbers  of  Soutoem  Baptists  coming 
forward  for  overseas  missicms  service. 

Approval  for  the  expansion  came  dur¬ 
ing  me  trustees'  regularly  scheduled  meet¬ 
ing  Jan.  10^12  at  Auburn  University  Hotel 
and  Conference  Center  in  Auburn,  Ala.  It 
followed  a  seventh  straight  year  of  record 
missionary  appointments  to  Southern 
Baptists'  overseas  work. 

Board  officials  said  the  need  to  quickly 
expand  the  overwhelmed  training  facility 
is  so  great  they  would  immediately  tcike 
the  funds  from  the  agency's  capital 
reserves.  The  unusually  large  expenditure 
is  possible,  diey  said,  because  stock  market 
surges  have  multiplied  undesignated 
funds  bequeathed  to  the  board. 

leaders  hope  individual  Southern 
Baptists  will  step  up  and  donate  funds  to 
replace  the  money  being  used,  but  the 
agency  does  not  plan  to  laimch  a  major 
fund-raising  campaign  at  this  time. 

In  addition  to  the  $23  million  for  the 
MLC,  trustees  also  voted  to  take  another  $5 
million  over  the  next  three  years  from  that 
"God-provided  stock  market  dividend" 
and  spend  it  on  strategic  field  projects 
overseas.  Board  officials  said  linkmg  the 
MLC  expansion  with  the  stratemc  field 
projects  overseas  symbolizes  the  dual 
approach  in  the  use  of  missions  funds. 

The  MLC  expansion  comes  as  the 


agency's  books  showed  902  new  mission¬ 
aries  were  approved  in  1999.  It  was  the  sev¬ 
enth  straight  year  for  record  appointments 
and  puts  the  board  in  si^t  of  its  Bold 
Mission  Thrust  goal  of  5,CwO  missionaries 
by  September  2000. 

After  die  Jan.  10  appointment  service,  the 
board's  missicmary  total  stood  at  4,834,  a 
record.  The  board  coimts  aU  personnel 
appointed  for  two  years  or  more  cis  mission- 
ari^.  If  current  trends  continue,  IMB  lead¬ 
ers  say  the  IMB  could  reach  10,000  mission- 
ciries  much  faster  than  they  ever  expected. 

"If  the  personnel  growth  trend  of  the 
last  two  years  continues,  we  would  have 
more  than  17,000  missionaries  by  2005," 
IMB  President  Jerry  Rankin  told  trustees. 
"If  we  flattened  the  trend  to  the  last  10 
years,  included  the  plateaued,  non-growth 
years  of  the  early  1990s,  we  would  still 
nave  more  than  8,000  missionaries  within 
fiv^ears." 

The  total  number  of  churches  overseas 
climbed  ^m  47,224  in  1998  to  52,186  in 
1999,  an  increase  of  10.5%.  New  churches 
climbed  from  a  previous  record  4,251  to  a 
new  record  of  4,748,  an  11.7%  increase. 
Likewise,  membership  increased  from  a 
record  4,489,172  in  1998  to  4,917,088,  a 
healthy  9.5%  increase. 

Baptisms  also  set  a  new  record  of 
363,703,  or  nearly  1,000  each  day  in  1999. 
Baptisms  were  up  4.3%  over  last  year's 
already  strong  mark  of  348,635  and  posted 
the  highest  number  in  IMB  histoty. 

Preaching  jKjints,  a  key  indicator  of 
future  growth,  climbed  to  a  record  38^63, 


up  215%  from  last  year's  record  31567. 

Year-aid  figures  also  show  ffiat  more  ffian 
75JOOO  Southern  Baptists  served  overseas  in 
volimteer  mission  projects  lasting  anywhere 
from  a  few  days  to  several  monms. 

All  the  growth  is  one  more  indication 
that  God  is  stirring  Southern  Baptists  and 
the  nations  for  a  remarkable  spiritual  surge 
overseas,  Rankin  said. 

"The  only  obstacle  that  can  keep  us  from 
seizing  the  opportunity  zmd  finishing  the 
task  is  regressive  thinking  that  locks  us  into 
the  past  rather  than  responding  to  a  God- 
given  vision  of  the  future,"  he  said.

•  Trustees  authorized  a  pilot  project  to 
create  Great  Commission  Resource 
Centers  in  selected  churches  aroimd  the 
country  to  provide  initial  contacts  and 
applications  for  people  interested  in  mis¬ 
sionary  service,  interview  and  nurture 
candidates,  enlist  and  train  volunteers, 
promote  prayer  strategies,  distribute  and 
promote  iMB  materials  and  resources, 
and  match  congregations  with  unreached 
people  groups. 

•  Trustees  approved  a  new  statement  on 
"Solicitation  or  Fiscal  Resources"  that  rein¬ 
forces  existing  SBC  and  IMB  policies  for¬ 
bidding  individual  missionaries  from  mak¬ 
ing  "du«ct  or  even  subtle  solicitation  of 
funds"  from  Southern  Bcmtist  churches. 

The  statement  says  the  board  <ind  its 
missionaries  "promote  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  the  Lottie -Moon  Christmas

VVhen  someone  becomes  a 
Christian  our  entire  life  is 
brought  uncler  the  Lordship  of 
Christ  This  means  that  every¬ 
thing  we  have  and  everything 
we  are  becomes  Christ's.  Many 
times  we  like  to  hold  on  to  cer¬ 
tain  areas  of  our  life  which  we 
feel  j^t  don't  lend  themselves 
to  being  under  the  Lordship  of 
Christ.  There  is  probably  no 
area  oi  our  life  that  we  like  to 
hold  on  to  more  than  tiie  finan¬ 
cial  area,  our  mcmey.  We  say 
things  lil^,  "I  just  can't  afford  to 
pay  tithes"  pr  "I  may  not  give  a 
tuD  10%  but  I  do  give  a  uttle." 
When  we  make  statements  like 


this,  or  think 
thoughts  such  as 
these,  we  are  proving 
that  we  have  not  Jones 
turned  our  finances 
over  to  the  Lordship  of  Christ. 

Many  Christians  today  do 
not  understand  that  when  you 
give  your  life  ter  Christ,  you 
also  give  your  possessions  and 
finances  to  Christ.  The  problem 
is  understanding  wnat  the  , 
Bible  says  about  the  steward¬ 
ship  erf  money. 

Giving  is  a  privilege  (w.  1- 
4).  Paul  describe  the  marmer  in 
which  the  Macedonian  church¬ 
es  were  giving.  They  were  in 
"severe  trial,^  and  "extreme 
poverty,"  yet  gave  "beyond 


their  ability."  Why?  The 
answer  is  in  verse  four. 
They  saw  giving  as  a 
privilege  of  serving. 

As  Christians,  we 
should  view  the  giving  of 
our  posse^^^is  as  a  pnvi- 
lege,  eve^mKTx  we  do  not 
have  much  to  give. 
Undoubtably,  the 

Macedonians  did  not  view 
their  giving  as  a  drudgery 
or  just  a  duty.  They  were 
aggressive  in  their  giving  and 
Paul  says  even  "urgently  plead¬ 
ed"  to  give.  Giving  to  God  of 
our  possessions  is  a  privilege, 
even  in  hard  times. 

Giving  is  a  spiritual  activity 
(w.  5-7).  The  Macedonian 
church  was  able  to  view  giving 
as  a  privilege  Because  they  first 
gave  themselves  to  the  Lord. 
Their  giving  was  a  testimony  of 
their  spiritual  condition  and 
commitment.  So  it  is  with  us.  If 
we  have  a  hard  time  giving  our 
possessions  to  God,  or  if  we  do 


What  about  the  water? 
Again,  it  is  in  John's  Gospel 
that  the  emphasis  is  given  on 
water  Baptism.  When 
Nicodemus  came  to  Jesus  at 
night,  the  Lord  told  him  " 
...unless  one  is  bom  of  the 
water  and  the  spirit,  he  cannot 
enter  the  kingdom  of  God." 
(John  3:5).  In  nis  first  epistle, 
John  carries  forward  this 
emphasis  on  water  baptism, 
pointing  to  the  Baptism  of 
Christ  as  a  testimony  of  his 
authority. 

Water  baptism,  however,  is 
not  enough.  While  important, 
as  Baptists  we  understand  that 
^Ivation  is  not  in  the  tank,  but 
in  the  blood,  and  in  the  Spirit. 
Baptism  is  a  testimony  about 
obMience.  John  points  toward 
these  three,  saymg  in  effect, 
there  is  a  triune  voice  that 
"  attests  to  the  Lordship  of 
Christ:  the  water,  the  blood, 
and  the  Spirit.

This  did  not  sit  well  with 
those  who  had  worked  the 
entire  day.  When  they  had 
seen  what  the  others  had 
received,  they  had  been 
expecting  more.  When  they 
received  only  a  denarius  for 
their  work,  they  became  angry 
with  the  owner.  They  mur¬ 
mured  and  complained. 

A  soldier  in  World  War  II 
served  with  such  distinction 
that  he  was  awarded  two  silver 
stars.  After  the  war  was  over, 
he  gave  away  the  two  medals. 
Someone  asked  him  why  he 
had  given  the  medals  away 
after  going  through  so  much  to 
get  them.  He  explained,  "I  did¬ 
n't  fight  for  medals."  What 
motivates  us  in  our  Christian 
service?  Do  we  serve  because  of 
our  expectations  of  rewards,  or 
do  we  serve  out  of  a  sense  of 
loyalty  and  commitment? 

The  vineyard  owner  denied 
that  he  was  an  unfair  employer. 
He  had  paid  the  first  group  of 
workers  exactly  what  he  had 


give  but  out  of  duty  or  grudg- 
mgly,  then  the  problem  is  spin- 
tual.  We  must  first  give  our¬ 
selves  to  God  wholeheartedly. 
In  doing  so  the  desire  to  give 
ourjx»sessions  will  follow. 

Giving  is  a  demonstration  of 
love  (w.  8-9).  Paul  encouraged 
the  Corinthians  not  only  to  give, 
but  to  give  out  of  love.  He  uige 
them  to  view  giving  as  a 
demonstration  of  love.  He  want¬ 
ed  to  see  their  love  match  the 
earnestness  of  love  otfiers  had 
shown  through  riving.  He  toen 
reminds  them  ofthe  oemcxistra- 
tion  of  love  God  has  shown 
through  his  giving  of  himself. 

Our  givmg  should  be  a 
demonstration  ^f  our  love  for 
Jesus.  He  has  ^  the  example 
for  us  in  that  he  "became  poor" 
that  we  might  become  "rich." 

Giving  tielps  meet  others' 
needs  (w.  10-15).  Paul  gives  the 
Corinthians  some  advice.  They 
were  the  first  to  give  and  also 
had  a  sincere  willingness  to 


recorded  by  John  as  saying, 
"He  who  has  seen  Me  has  seen 
the  father"  (John  14:9).  Thus, 
there  is  inherit  in  the  faith 
experience  a  validation  that 
comes  from  beyond.  "The  one 
who  believes  in  the  Son  of  God 
has  the  witness  in  himself"  (1 
John  5:10).  God  the  Father 
makes  the  witness  clear. 

How  do  you  describe  the 
experience  of^holding  your  first 
bom  child  to  someone  who  has 
never  experienced  this?  Words 
strain  to  express  what  is  unex- 
pressible.  Once  you  have 
known  it,  you  know  it. 

Someone  once  said,  the  way 
a  person  knows  he  or  she  has 
eternal  life  is,  they  just  know.  It 
is  not  a  legal  argument,  nor  is  it 
a  rational  argument.  It  is  expe¬ 
riential.  Those  who  have  expe¬ 
rienced  it  know  it. 

Our  faith  is  strengthened  by 
the  the  victory  we^hare  with 
Christ,  and  through  the  testi¬ 
mony  of  the  Spirit,  the  blood, 
our  obedience,  and  the  Father.

gests  a  seven-step  prc^;iW  for 
computer  use  by  aulmen: 

•  rlace  the  family  comput¬ 
er  in  the  family  or  living 
room,  so  that  all  usage  takes 
place  in  the  open. 

•  the  mtemet  together 
with  your  children  ainl  develop 
the  same  lingo  diey  use. 

•  Use  an  Internet  service 
provider  that  filters  out 
pornographic  sites,  controls 
^mails ,  and  limits  kids'  abil¬ 
ity  to  download  sites  from  the 
World  Wide  Web. 

•  Make  sure  children  never 
give  out  their  names,  address¬ 
es,  phone  numbers  or  load 

Eictures  of  themselves  on  the 
itemet. 

•  In  addition  to  frequently 
reminding  your  kids  not  to 
release  personal  information, 
tell  them  not  to  ever  agree  to 
meet  someone  they  meet  on¬ 
line  face-to-face. 

•  Make  sure  your  child 
knows  to  report  all  offen¬ 
sive,  threatening,  sick 
and/or  bizarre  e-mail  to  you 
immediately. 

•  Report  all  child  pom  and 
other  illegal  activities  to 
either  the  Cyber  Upline  at 
vyww.missin^ds.com  /cyber 
tip  or  to  the  National  Center 
for  Missing  or  Exploited 
Children  at  (800)  84^5678. 
Also  contact  your  local  police.

WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  As  your  kids 
begin  to  use  the  computer  wim  Internet 
access  purchased  for  tfiem  tfiis  Christmas, 
beware  the  grinch  that  paces  to  and  fro  on 
tile  World  Wide  Web,  seeking  to  devour 
your  kid  with  photos  and  videos  so  vile 
thw  defy  description. 

With  the  Internet  awash  in  nearly 
300,000  pornographic  sites  that  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Justice  has  done  little  to 
combat,  Christian  parents  must  protect 
Aeir  families  from  tiiousands  of  horrific 
images  of  child  pomogrcrohy,  homosexual¬ 
ity,  bestialiw,  sadomasochism,  torture,  and 
rape,  said  E)onha  Rice  Hughes. 

Rice  Hughes  is  the  author  of  "Kids 
Online:  Protecting  Your  Children  in 
Cyterspace"  (1998,  Fleming  H.  Revell,  a 
division  of  Baker  Books).  Stie  currently  vol¬ 
unteers  for  "Enough  is  Enough,"  a  non¬ 
profit  Internet  safety  group  for  which  she 
formerly  worked  as  vice  president  of  com¬ 
munications,  having  resigned  her  paid 
position  this  past  summer  to  accept  a  paid 
consultancy  with  FamilyClick.com,  a  W- 
tered  Internet  service  provider.

of  replacing  all  three  —  62%  of  parents  of 
American  teenagers  said  they  were 
i^ware  their  children  had  accessed  objec¬ 
tionable  websites,  according  to  one  recent 
study.  Mmt  children  are  lured  to  such  sites 
by  unsolicited  e-mails,  or  eire  inunda^ 


with  sex-related  subject  heading  links 
when  searching  for  information  on  an 
unrelated  toi^.  According  to  the  same 
study,  91%  of  children  accessing  objection¬ 
able  websites  did  so  unintentionally. 

Though  FBI  prosecution  of  (Mi-line  child 
predators  has  grown  10  times  since  1996, 
according  to  tiie  agency's  w€^ite,  tiie  larg¬ 
er  arena  of  Internet  smut  is  growing  expo¬ 
nentially,  earning  hundreds  of  mimons  of 
dollars  and  becoming  among  the  most  prof¬ 
itable  of  the  Internet  start-up  companies. 

Pornographic  bookstores  cannot  legally 
sell  such  material,  yet  it  is  freely  sold  on  die 
Internet,  where  pomographers  and  preda¬ 
tors  who  prey  on  the  young  lure  children 
to  their  weroites  using  free  lurid  pho¬ 
tographs  as  bait. 

Countless  lives  are  negatively  affected  by 
the  burgroning  pom  trade,  from  those  who 
view  the  images  to  tiiose  whose  pictures  are 
distributed,  often  without  the  permission  of 
the  persons  depicted.  Rice  Hu^es  said.  She 
sp>eaks  from  some  experience. 

In  1987,  a  photo  of  her  sitting  on  the  lap 
of  then^resiaential  hopeful  Gary  Hcirt  on  a 
bc«t  called  "Monkey  Business"  were  trans¬ 
mitted  and  publishm  around  the  world. 

Among  statistics  and  facts  regarding 
kids  and  mtemet  pom: 

Children  ages  o  to  15  have  become  the 
largest  single' group  of  Internet  users, 
according  to  an  October  1999  Arbitron 
New  Media  Study.  Arbitron  found  the 
rnajority  of  children  in  that  age  group's  on¬ 
line  use  at  home  occurs  rig^t  aJter  school, 
when  working  pafents  are  not  at  home. 

Po^ogr^M^  often  disguise  their  sites 
into  "stealm  Mtes"  with  common  brand 
names  such  as  Disney,  Barbiorand  KPN  to 


entrap  children.  Thirty  percent  of  aU  Mnso- 
lidt^  e-mails  are  pomographu^  acccwiing 
to  aA  October  1999  study  by  Choose  ^ur 
Maif.com.  .  ^  .t 

America  Online  (AOL) 
receive  twice  as  much  unsolicited  e-n^  as 
do  other  internet  service  provider  sub¬ 
scribers,  according  to  an  Octdjer  1999  AC 
Nielsen  study. 


Rice  Hu^es  said.  "I've  talked  to  d#faen 
who  looked  up  the  word  'dc«'  to  get  mate¬ 
rial  for  a  book  report  and  &ve  been  led 
instead  to  the  most  de^icable  photos  of 
bestiality,"  she  said,  "or  they'll  be  surfing 
tile  net  wanting  to  read  and  see  pictures 
their  favorite  water  sport,  like  suifin^  and 
click  on  sites  that  open  up  to  photos  or  peo¬ 
ple  being  urinated  on  and  worse. 

"It's  beyond  what  you  can  imagine,  and 
very  illegm  under  current  laws." 

Yet  there  have  been  no  federal  prosecu¬ 
tions  of  those  who  are  respKjnsible  ror  entic¬ 
ing  America's  youth  into  a  world  of  sexual 
depravity  that  irrevocably  scars  their  psy¬ 
ches  with  images  they  most  likely  would 
not  have  ever  otherwise  encountered. 

"Onre  they  are  taken  in,  th^  images 
stick  with  you  for  the  rest  of  your  fife,"  ^ce 
Hughes  said.  "Viewing-this  type  pi^uhg.is 
not  healthy  for  the  most  weQ-ac^ffiS^ 
adults,  let  alone  an  impressicmal^^ijki." 

Though  current  laws  are  siiff^ehtrtD 
arrest  and  prosecute  predators  who  ^k'on 
the  Internet,  htmting  for  impireiidoiiable 
children  to  entice  into  sites  at  whkk'tiiey 
oftm  use  their  parents'  credit  cahi^v^aee 
more  such  photos.
